Press produced its first anthology 
title, Mangazine. The book has 
undergone many changes since then: 
different sizes, different cover stock, different 
interior paper, different page counts, changes 
from bimonthly to quarterly back to bimonthly to 
monthly publishing status . . . and finally, the 
addition and growing importance of the anime 
section. Throughout all of this change, though, 
Mangazine has remained a proving ground for 
new creators. By providing a forum for untried 
artists, the book allowed us to take chances we 
couldn't otherwise have afforded. Often, these 
chances have paid off, leading to full series like 
Joe Wight's Twilight X and Fred Perry's Gold 
Digger.
